Surgery in Stomach Ulcer Cases Explored 


(Presented as a public 
service by the Foothill Dis¬ 
trict of the Los Angeles 
County Medical AasnJ 

QUESTION— Is surgery the 
best treatment for stomach 
ulcers?—S.R. 

ANSWER — In discussing 
the stomach, or gastric, ul¬ 
cers, one must distinguish 
between this condition and 
ulcer of the duodenum (the 
first portion of the small in¬ 
testine immediately follow¬ 
ing the stomach). The latter 
condition occurs much more 
frequently than ulcer of the 
stomach and unless certain 
complications are present it 
usually is treated medically. 

Opinions as to when sur¬ 
gery is indicated for stom¬ 
ach ulcers are not uniform. 
Many physicians believe 
that surgery is the best pro¬ 
cedure. They believe that it 
is difficult to find the dif¬ 
ference between a simple ul¬ 


cer and a beginning cancer 
with ulcer formation and 
also that some ulcers may 
later change into cancers. 
Surgery for stomach ulcers 
usually is successful. 

Another group of research 
workers believe, however, 
that the simple ulcer of the 
stomach does not change in¬ 
to a cancer. They believe 
that it is possible in most 
cases to differeatiate accu¬ 
rately between benign and 
malignant ulcer. It is their 
opinion that if the physi¬ 
cian is able to rule out can¬ 
cer of the stomach, medical 
treatment is entirely per¬ 
missible. 

Sometimes the medical 
treatment of stomach and 
duodenal ulcers must be 
abandoned in the presence of 
certain complications, such 
as severe ulcer bleeding in a 
patient of advanced age, per¬ 
foration or scar obstruction 
of the stomach’s outlet. 

Q. —Is there anything new 


in the treatment of psoriasis? 
—D.J. 

A. —No. The cause of this 
chronic inflammatory skin 
disease is still unknown al¬ 
though a good deal of re¬ 
search into the possible 
causes is being carried out 
at the present time. Treat¬ 
ment still consists of a va¬ 
riety of external and Internal 
measures which experience 
has shown can help control 
the disease. But anyone with 
psoriasis cannot be cured in 
the sense that the condition 
may not recur at some future 
date. 

Q,—Do undefarm deodor¬ 
ants actually decrease ex¬ 
cess perspiration?—S.R. 

A. —It has long been 
thought that various salts of 
aluminum which are used 
in most of the commercial 
underarm deodorants pro¬ 
duce an actual decrease in 
the amount of perspiration. 
However, some recent inves¬ 
tigations have cast doubt on

The Huntington Library 
and Art Gallery in San Ma¬ 
rino reopens on Nov. 1 after 
its annual October closing 
with an exhibition of British 
drawings and water colors.
